UP 98-1(A)] and Tree Permit [TP 07-1] allowed for the expansion and 

improvement of the parking lot area, addition of storage structures, and addressed 

impacts to protected trees.  The current request would create phases for the parking 

lot improvements and landscaping, eliminate the new storage structures that were 

previously approved, move the existing storage structures, and address impacts to 

protected trees.
